SJLO. 32-E. —Whereas draft of the Shahjahanpur Cantonment (Division into Wards) 
Rules, 1974 was published with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry oil Defence No. S.R.O. 141 dated 5th April, 1974 in the Gazette of India, Part 
II, Section 4, dated 13th April, 1974 as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting objections and suggestions from all the persons likely to be 
affected thereby; within sixty days of the date of publication of the said notification. 

And whereas the Said Gazette w as made available to the public on the 13th April, 1974; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received from any person before the 
date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 31 of the said Act, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely;— 

RULES 

1. Short Title and Commencement,—(1) These rules may be called the Shahjahanpur 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Division of Cantonment Into Wards,—For the purpose of elections to the Canton¬ 

ment Board, Shahjahanpur, the said Cantonment shall be divided into six wards to 
be respectively called as:— I 

Ward No. ft 
Ward No. Il 
Ward No. Ill 
Ward No. IY 
Ward No. V 
Ward No. VI 

3. Boundaries of Wards.—The boundaries of each of the wards shall be as specified 
in the Schedule annexed to these Rules. 
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4. Number of Members to be elected,—The number of members lo be elected from 
each or the said Wards shall be as follows:— 

Ward No. I—1. 
ward No. tl—1. 

Ward No, Ill—1. 

Ward No. IV—-1. 

Ward No, V—1. 

Ward No. VI—1. 

The Schedule 

(Boundaries- of Wards— See Rule 3) 

Ward No. 1.—This Ward consist of Mohalla Dillazak and Reserve Police Lines. 

The boundary of this Ward starts from between Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. 61 
and 64 on iNenru Road namely 41.75 metres south of Cantonment boundary pillar No. 61 
and runs southward along Nehru Road and upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 66 
(situated on southwest corner of Mohalla Dillazak) then takes its turn towards cast 
along the Cantonment boundary upto pillar No. 0/ situated at south-east corner of 
Mohalla Dillazak then turning northward follows Cantonment boundary till ii cuts railway 
siding. From there the boundary follows factory railway siding and goes upto stone 
boundary pillar situated on the north-east corner of Reserve Police Janes, Wherefrom it 
takes its turn westward along the northern boundary of Reserve Police Tines and meets 
Reserve Police Lines boundary stone pillar situated on the north-west corner of Police 
Lines, Wherefrom the boundary meets straight way to the starting point at 41.75 metres 
south of Cantonment boundary pillar No, 61 on Nehru Road, 

Ward No. IL—-This ward consists o[ J. I. Bazar, Cantonment Police Chowki, Can¬ 
tonment Fund Quarters, Hydcl Colony, Sarda Canal Colony, Hydel Division Colony and 
Ordnance Clothing Factory Staff Quarters comprising blocks numbers 51 to 58, 200 to 
202, 246 to 248 and 300 and M.E.S. Colony. 

The boundary of this ward starts from point 41.75 metres south of Canlonment 
boundary pillar No. 61, runs north and north-eastward along Cantonment boundary 
pillars from 60 to 38 and then runs in the direction of Cantonment boundary and 
meets Nehiu Road and Poway'an Road. The boundary further runs southward along 
Nehru Road, upto its junction with Rani Laxmi Bai Road and then it runs eastward 
along .with K'ani Laxmi Bai Road upto its junction with Rajaji Road. Then it runs 
southeast wards along Rajaji Road upto its junction with Subhash Road. Then it runs 
southwards along Subbash Ko'ad upto its junction with Gandhi Road. Then it runs 
horth -westwards along Gandhi Road upto its junction with Maharana Prat'ap Road and 
Carriappa Road, Then it runs further westward along Maharana Pratap Road till it 
meets the Railway track. The boundary then tarns south-west along the Railway track 
upto the stone boundary pillar (situated at the north-east corner of Reserve Police Lines) 
and runs westwards along Reserve Police Lines boundary till it meets another stone 
pillar situated on the north west comer of Police Lines. From where the boundary 
straight way meets the starting point at 41.75- metres south of Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 61; 

.. Ward No. III.—This Ward consists of north-west portion of factory estate except 
double Storey Quarters (Block C, D, E, F, G and H). 

The boundary of this ward starts from a point 451 metres north of mile stone on 
the northwest corner of factory Bunglow no. 360 qn Nehru Road opposite Sarda Canal 
Colony. The boundary runs eastwards between Blocks B and C of Double Storey Quar¬ 
ters cutting factory over head tank upto metalled lane in between Douhle Storey 
Quarter Block A and D. Wherefrom il turns somh wards along this lane upto the 
gate. From the gate the boundary runs alongwith the permanent fencing of Double 
Storeyed Colony upto the earthen bund forming the boundary of Factory 
Banglows on Patel Road. The boundary then turns northwards-along the earthen bund- 
upto a stone pillar situated on the north-west corner of the factory bunglows. The 
boundary then takes turn east-ward along the bunglow fencing until it cuts Patel Road 
near a Culvert, The boundary then turns south-wards along Patel Road and meets 
Rajaji Road opposite factory over head tank. The boundary further proceeds south¬ 
wards along Rajaji Road in curve till it meets Rani Laxmi Bai Road opposite Ordnance 
Clothing Factory. The boundary then proceeds west wards along Rani Laxmi Bai 
Road upto junction with Nehru Road from here the boundary turns northwards along 
Nehru.Road upto the starting point at 451 metres north of mile stone opposite factory 
Bangiow No. 360 on Nehru Road. 
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Ward No. IV.—This ward consists of Colony Staff Quarters lying to the south of 
the Main Factory Area. 

The boundary of this ward starts from the Southern junction of the Rail¬ 
way track and Maharana Pratap Road runs northern ward along the Railway 
track till it meets the junction of Maharana Pratap Road and Rajaji Road at 
the Railway line. Then it runs in cast direction along the Maharana Pratap Road 
till its junction with Carriappa Koad. Then it runs southwards along C'arriappa Road 
till it meets Link Road opposite Factory Bungalow No. 23. Then it runs westwards 
along this Link Road upto its junction with Factory Link Road. Then it turns south¬ 
wards in front of Blocks 220 to 227, and 228 to 235 till it meets Maharana Pratap Road. 
From here the boundary runs in northwest direction 'along Maharana Pratap Road and 
meets the starting point at the southern junction of Maharana Pratap Road and Railway 
track. 

Ward No. V.—This ward consists of Civil Bungalows, Mau Village, Supply Depot, 
Post Office, Dak Bungalow, Military Engineering Service Office and Inspection House, 
Station Club, Cantonment Office, Military l ines etc. and also includes the Factory Staff 
Quarters bounded by Maharana Pratap Road, portion of two Factory Link Roads and 
Carriappa Road. 

The boundary of this ward starts at the junction of Carriappa Rood and the Factory 
I ink Road opposite Cantonment Board Dispensary, runs westwards along the Link Road 
leaving the Water Reservoir to its north till it meets the other Link Road and goes 
southwards along this Factory I ink Road uptill it meets the junction of Maharana Pratap 
Road and l ink Rood. Then it runs north-westwards along Maharana Pratap Road till 
it meets the Railway track, then it runs southwards along the Railway track till it meets 
Cantonment boundary at a point of HK.70 metres east of Cantonment Boundary pillar 
No. 67 and proceeds in north east direction upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 68, 
situated at the south-west comer of R S D. Then it turns south and south-eastwards 
along the Cantonment boundary pillar No. 77, then to the boundary pillar No. 1 situated 
just opposite to I.odhipur Octroi post. Where from it runs from pillar to pillar upto 
pillar No. 35 and turns eastward upto Pnlel Road and then turns southward along Patel 
Road upto the junction of Palcl Road and Rajaji Road. Then it runs eastward along 
Rajaji Road upto its junction with Subbash Road- Then it runs southward along Subhash 
Road upto its junction with Gandhi Road near Bungalow No. 23. It then runs westward— 
along Gandhi Road upto its junction with Carriappa Road. Then it runs southward 
along Carriappa Road till it meets the starting point (the junction of Carriappa Road and 
Link Rod) opposite Cantonment Board Dispensary. 

Ward No. VI.—This ward consists of Factory Estates double storey quarters (Blocks 
C, D, F„ F. G and H). 

The boundary of this ward starts from a point 451 metres north of mile stone on 
the north-west corner of Factory Bungalow No. 360 on Nehru Road opposite Sarda Canal 
Colony. The boundary turns eastwards cutting Factory over herd tank upto metalled 
lane in between Double Storey Blocks A and D where from it turns south-wards along 
this lane upto the cate. From the pate the boundary runs eastwards alongwith the 
permanent fencing of Double Storeyed Colony upto the earthen Bund forming the boundary 
of Factory Bungalows on Patel Rond The boundary thei turns north wards along the 
earthen bund upto a stone pillar situated on the north-west comer of the Factory Bungalows 
The boundary then takes its turn east-wards along the bungalow fencing until it cuts 
Patel Road near a Culvert, The houndary then turns northwards along Patel Road 
upto the distance of 188 metres and then turns towards Cantonment boundary pillar No. 35, 
Where from it proceeds westwards along Cantonment boundary upto Cantonment boundary 
pillar No. 37. The boundary from here turns southwards along Nehru Road and meets 
the starting point at 451 metres north of mile stone on north west corner of Factory 
bungalow No. 360 opposite Santa Canal Colony on Nehru Road.
